three Days to refreſh their men, and to take in freſk 
water, whereof there was plenty. Ki 

The third Day in the afternoon they ſet ſail forthe 
Continent,or Terra firma; and the fifth day after they 
had tight of SanGa Martha, from which they ſteared 
their courſe towards Port Pheſant (lonamed by Ca- 
ptain Drake in his former Voyage, by reaſon of the 
great ſtore of thoſe Fowls in that place) and within fix 
days after they ſafely arrived in that bay. Here did 
Captain Drake give order to his brother what to doin 
his abſence, and well manning his Boats, went to the 
ſhore, where,upon a great Oakhe found a plate of lead 
nailed, having 1n it this Inſcription. 

Captain Drake, if you happew to come to this Port, 
make baſt away. For the Spaniards you here met with the 
laſt year have betrayed this place, and taken . away all 
that you left bere, &c. Your loving friend John Garres 
of Plimonth. But notwithſtanding this advertiſment 
Captain Drake meant not to depart from this Port 
(which was fo fit for his purpoſe) till he had ſer his 


Pinnaces together which he brought with him im hig 


ſhips. And tor his own, and his mens ſecurity, whilſt 
the Carpenters were employed about that work, . bz 
madea kind of a Fort bythe water (ide,by felling great 
Trees, and laying them one upon another. | 

' The next day after their arrival, came in alſo nts 
that Port an Engliſh Bark of the {le of Fight of Sir Ed- 


ward Horſeys, whereot James Rawſe was Captain, and 


Jobn Overy Maſter, with thirty men 3 Theſe broughtin 
with them a Spaniſh Carvel of $ivit, being fent with 
Adviſe to Nombre de Dios, and allo a Shallop; both 
which they had taken by the way. And Captain Raw/t, 
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joyu with them, and upon Articles agreed on, he-was 
admitted, 

Within ſeven days the Pinnaces were fitted, and fur- 
niſhed for ſervice, and other buſineſſes diſpatched, fo 
that ſctting ſail in the morning toward Nombre de Dios, 
they held on their courſe till they came to the Illes of 
Pines upun the third days at which place they found 
two Frigates of Nombre de Dios, lading Planks and tim- 
ber from thence. The Negroes inthoſe Frigats informed 
them of the ſtate of the Town; and told them that * 
ſome ſouldicrs were daily looked for from the Gover- 
nour of Pazama to defendthe Town of Nombre de dios 
againſt the Symeroxs, who were Blacks that formerly 
had fled from their $pariſh maſters by reaſgp of their 
cruelty, and were by this time grown toa nation un- 
der two Kings, who had almoſt ſurpriſed it about (ix 
weeks betore, 

Captain: Dr«ke, having learned what he could of 
them, ſet theſe Negroes on thore, that they might go to 
their Countrey-men the Symerons, and to prevent any 
notice that they might give to Nombre de dios of his 
approachz& ſo haſted his going thither. For which end 
he diſpoſed of all his companies, leaving the three 
ſhips and Garvel with Captain Rawſe, and choſe into 
his Pinnaces (making the Shallop one ) fifty three-of 
his own company, and twenty of Captain Raw/ſe's; Pro- 
viding fit arms for them: vis. ſix Targets, fix Firepikes, 
twelvePikes, twenty four Muskets and Calievers, (jx- 
teen Bows,fix Partizans,two Drums,and two Trumpets. 

Then leaving their compaty, they arrived at the 
Ifland of Catavazs, where landing early in the morn- 
ing, Captain Drake there trained his men, and delivered 
them their ſeveral Arms, wt hithexto he had kept ſafe 
in good casks, encouraging them to the enterpriſe by

eficted it, And in the afternoon he fet ſail for Now- | 
bre de Dios, and before Sun-ſet, gat as far as Rio Fran: O— 
ciſco: trom wience,keeping cloleto theſhore that they a; Dan. oe 
might not be diſcovered by the Watch-houſe, they 
ca.ne within two leagues of the Point of the Bay, where 
he cauſed them toltrike a Hull, and to caſt out their 
graplers, till it was dark; when night was coming, [et - 
ting ſail, and rowing hard and ſilently, they recovered 
the Point of the Harbour , purpoling not to attempt 
the Town till Diy-breake. But Captain Drake hearing 
that ſome of his amen began to talk of the dithculty and 
danger of the enterpriſe, to put by thele&conceits, he 
tooke the opportunity of theriling Moon to perſwade 
them that it was Day, ſo that they got to the Town 
an hour before the Day brake. 
In the Harbour they found a Spaniſh Ship of ſixty 
Tuns, newly come in, laden with Canary Wines and 0. 
ther Commo4ities, which ſpying ſo many Pianaces , 
ſent his Boat preſently aſhoar to give the Town warn=»- 
ing; which Captain Drake percetving, cut betwixt her 
and the Town, and forced her to go to the other ſide 
of the Bay: ſo that he landed his men without im- 
2achment. Vpon the Platform they found fix Pieces 
of Ordnance ready mounted, ſome halfe, ſome whole 
Culverines. Theſe they preſently diſmounted, and the 
Town tooke the Alarm, which they were the readier 
to do, becauſe they were oft diſquieted by the Syme- 
rons, who cauſed the Great Bell to be rung out, and 
Drums run up and down the Town. | 
Captain Drake, according to the direCtions he had 
given before, left twelve men to keep the Pinnaces,that 
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, he mightaſſure a ſafe retreat, if need ſhould be, and 


before he would enter the Town he thought fit to view 
the mount, on the caſt ſide, where, as he was informed, 
they had planted Ordnance to fcower ail abuut the 
Town; therefore leaving half his men at the foot of 
the mount, himſelf with the ether half, ſpeedily 
marched up tothe top, where finding no Guns, they 
as ſpecdily deſcended; and appointing his Brother, 
with Fohn Oxenham,and Itxteen of his men to go about 
behind the Kings Trealure-houſe, to enter the eaſt-end 
of the market-place, himſelf with the reſt, palled upthe 
broad-ſtreet with ſound of Drum, and Trumpet. 

The Fire-pikes in both the companies attrighted the 
enemy,and gave light to the Erg/ifh,whilſt the Inhabi- 
tants ſtood amazed at the ſtrange ſight, and hearing 
Drums and Trumpets ſounding in ſundry places, judg- 
ed the Frgliſh to be far more than they were, Yet by 
reaſonof the time ſpent in marching up and down the 
Mount, the Souldicrs and. [nhabitants of the Town had 


put themſelves in Arms neer to the Governors houle, 


& not far from the gate of the town,u ct was only one, 
leading towards Panama, ineaning (as it ſeemed) either 
to ſhew their valour in the Governors light, or, it need 
were, to have the better opportunity for their flight. 

And to make ſhew of a greater number of 
ſnot than they had, they had hung lines with 
lighted matches overthwart the end of the Mar- 


Ket-place , and at the approach of the Frgliſh 


they gave them a Volley of ſhot, yet levelling 
{o Jow that the Bullets oft grazcd on the ground. TI he 
Fneliſh ſtood not to anſwer themin the ſame kind; but 
having once diſcharged theig Guns,and feathered with 
t heir Arrows, they came to th puſh of Pike, and their 
Fire- pikes being well armed did them notable _—_ 
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of Sir Francis Drake. 


And with the Butt ends of their Guns, and other fhort 
weaporis (Captain- Drakes Brother anJ his Company 
entring at the ſame time another way) they charged 
them fo furiouBy,that the Spaniards threw downtheir 
weapons and ran away. And in the purſuit, and return 
of the Emeliſh, many of them were wounded by the 
enemies weapons which lay very thick and croſs one 
another, 

At their return they made a ſtand near the midſt of 
the Market-place, whence Captain Drake ſent ſome of 
his mentoltay theRinging of the Bell: But the Church 
being (trongly built and faſt ſhut, they could not get 


in without firing it, which Captain Drake would not” 


ſuffer, and having taken two or three Spaniards in 
their flight, he commanded them to conduct them to 
the Governours Houſe, where they ordinarily unladed 
their Mules that brought the treaſure from Panama. 
But thoughthe Ulver was kept there, yet the gold,peart, 
and jewels was from thence carried to the King trea- 
ſure-houſe which ſtood not far off. 

At the coming of the Engliſh tothe Governors houſe, 
theyfound the gate open,a candle lighted upon the to 
of the ſtairs, and a fair Gennet ready ſadled for the 
Governor 3 by means of which light, they ſaw a huge 
heap of filverin that nether Room, being a pile of fil- 
'ver bars of about 70 foot in length, 10 foot in breadth, 
and 12 foot in heigth, cach bar being near 40-pound in 
weight. Yet did Captain Drake ſtraitly command his 
men not to meddle with any of it, but to ſtand to their 
Arms, becauſe the town was full of people, and in the 
Kingstreaſure-houle, nearer the water,there was more 
gold ing jewels than all their 4 pinnaces could carry, 
which he intended they ſhould preſeatly break open. 

No ſooner were the £2g;fb returned totheir Guard 
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but a report was brought them that their Pinnaces were 
1n danzerofheing tzken, and that it they itaied 21: 
dy they wotld "be oppreſt with multitudes both ©: 
Sou'ſdiers and townlmen: wheretore Captain Drake: tent 
his brother,” and John Oxenhbaxe to the vater hide r9 
know the truth, who indeed found their men "much 
atirighted by reaſon that they ſaw great companies of 
the Spaniards rnmnag HOIE down the town (which 


was 4$ bip- as Plimouth' with tohted mitches, which 
-allo ſometimes hot ar them. 


Preſently: after a violent [ſhower of rain Þowred 
down to vehemently that b=fore the Ex2/7fh could get 
thethelter of a Penthouſe, ſome of their bow-ltrings 
were wer, and their match and powder ſpoiled, which 
betore they could renew, loine of them were muttering 
about the (trength of the enemy, which Captain Drake 
overhcaring, ſaid, 7 bave brought you to the very mouth 
of the treaſure of the world, and if you go away without 
7t, you can blawenobody but your ſelves. 

The ſtorm (which laſted about half an hour) being 
ended, Captain Drake,deliring to put thele fears out 
of his mens heads, and to allow the enemy no longer 
reſpite to gather thepilclves together, ſtepr forward, 
commanding hisbrother and ſome others to break open 
the Kings trealure-houſe,and the reſt to guard the mar- 
k<t-place till the buſineſs was diſpatched. But as he 
(tept forward his(trengthand ſight, and ſpeech tailed 
him by reafon of abundance of blood which he had 
loſt out of a wound received in his leg at the fielt en- 
counter,wiich indeed was fo much,when they looked 
after it, that they thought ic impoſiible for one g1an to 
looſe. Iafomuch as they which were beture molt tor- 
ward, began now to prefer their Captains lite betore 
that vait Treaſure: and therefare; having —_ 

Im 
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him with ſome hot water , and bound up his wound 
with a Scarf that ſtopt the bleeding,they 1ntreated him 
to be content to go with them aboard,that his wound 
might be better Rarched and dreſt, 

"This he would by no means be perſwaded to, know 
ing that it would be impoſlible, after ſuch a reſpite to 
return to effe(t the work they came for, thinking it 
more honorable for himſelt there to die than to leavs 
ſo high an enterpriſe unpertormed, Yet ſome of them 
having already gotten ſome good booty, by force 

ivgled with fair words, carried him away to his Piy- 
© , judging that by his Lite they might recover 
wealth ſufficient, but if they loſt him, they ſhould 
hardly recover their own home. | 

| Thus embarquing by break of day, haying (beſides 
the Captain) many men wounded, hoot none ſlain 
but one Trumpeter, whilſt the Chyrurgeons were buſte 
in drefling: ther, - before they departed the Harbor, 
they took the ſaid ſhip of wines to cheer up their men : 
but before they had got her out of the haven, the 
Spaniards had remounted one of their Culverins,and 
made a ſhot at them,which yet lyndred them not from 
carrying away the ſhip to'the {le of ViFuals, which 
lies without the Bay Weſtward about a League off the 
Town, where they ſtaid two Days to cure their 
wounded and to refreſh themſelves in thoſe pleaſant 
Gardens, abounding with all ſort of dainty Roots, 
and Frujts, beſides great plenty of Poultrey,and other 
Fow)s, no leſs ſtrange than delicate. 

| Preſently aftertheir arrival there;came a proper, and 
well ſpoken Gentleman to Captain Drake, indeed to 
view in what ſtate they were, flor proteſting that he 
came of his mecr good will to{ce the Captainfor that 


he had undertaken ſo incredible an emerprize with ſo.

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few men : Adding, that at firſt they ſuſpeQed rhem to 
be French, from whom they could expect no mercy; but 
when they perceived by their Arrows that they were 
Engliſh, their fears were the leſs, becauſe they knew that 


"though they took their treaſure,yet they would not be ' 


cruelto their perſons. He told himalſo that the Gover- 
nor had conſented to his coming; yea, had dire&ly 
{ent him, becauſe there were ſorve in Town that ſaid, 
they knew tht ExeliſhCaptain, who the two lalt years 
1,2d been upon their Coaſt, and had always uſed their 
perſons civily, He theretore delired to know whether 
it was the ſame Captain Drake or no? Whether the 


Engliſh Arrows were poiloned with which their men 


were wounded £ How their wounds might be cured ? 
And laſtly, whether they wanted Victuals, or other ne- 
cellarics, with which the Governor was ready to fur- 
niſh them ſo far as he durſt? Captain Drake (though 
he took him for a Spy) yet uſed him courteouſly, and 
anſwered to his demands, That he was the ſame Drake, 
that they meant. That it wasnever his manner to pot - 
ſon his Arrows. That their wounded might be cured by 
ordinary Chyrurgery: And that he could ſufficiently 
ſupply all his wants in that Ifland. Adding, that he 
wanted nothing but ſome of that ſpecial commodity, 
which that country yielded, to ſatisfie himſelf and his 
company. He adviſed the Governor therefore to be vi- 
gilant,for that before he departed, he would (by Gods 
leave,and afſliſtance) ſhare with them 1n ſome of their 
Treaſure. 

To this the Gentleman replied, that if hemight move 
the queſtion without offence,what was the reaſonthat 
being polletted of the town they ſhould ſo ſoon leave it 
wherein there was above 360 tun of filver, and much. 
more goldin value, in the Kipgs treaſure- houſe 3 Capt. 


Draks 
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DPraketold him the trne cauſe of their retreat, & how 
unwillingly he was carried aboard, The Gentleman ac- 
knowledged that he had no lefs cauſe in departing than 
he had ſhewwed valor in attempting, Thus after fair 
ente-taiment,and ſome gifts beſtowed upon him by Ca- 
ptain Drake, after dinner he was diſmifled, & proteſting 
that he was never ſo much honoured by any 1n his life, 

After his departure, a Negro that had fled to them, 
being examined, informed them how they might 
have gold and ſi{ver enough, by means of the $ymeron, 
to whom though himſelf was hateful becauſe he had 
betraied them to the Spaniards, yet if Captain Dreke 
would protect him, he would adventure his life to 
ſerve him therein. This gave cauſe of further conſul- 
tation,and becauſe the Iſland where they were was nei- 
ther ſafe nor healthy,the next morning they ſet fail for 
the Ile of Pinos (or Port Plenty) where they had left 
their (hips. By the way Captain Drake ſent his Brother, 
and one Ellzs Hixox tothe weſtward to ſearch the river 
Cagro,which he had diſcovered the year before,defiring 
to have further knowledge of it, becauſe it tended 
Southward within fix leagues of Paxama, upon which 
river, at a towncalled Yenta Cruz,they uſed to imbark 
their treafures that byMules was brought from Panama, 
and ſotoſendit by water to Nowbre de Dios. This coſt 
them three days rowing to get as far as Venta Cruz, but 
they came back in a day and a night. 

When Captain Drake came to his ſhips, Capt. Rawſe 
ſufpeding that they could not now ſafelycontinue upon 
that coaſt being thus diſcovered, was willing to depart, 
and Capt, Drake was as willing to diſmiſs him; where. 
fore Aug. 7. taking his leave, heleft thei in the afore- 
ſaid Hle, where they had remained five or 6 days, After 
which, having pur all things in readinefs, Capt.Drake re- 
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ſolved with his two ſhips, and three Pinnaces to gots 
Carthagena, and fix days after he came to Anchor with 
his ſhips between the Iſlands of Chareſtr, and S, Ber? 
#ards,and himſelf led the three Pinnaces about the 
Iſland into the harbor of Carthagena,where they tound 
a Frigate at Anchor, aboard which wes only one old 
man, who told them that the reſt of his company was 
gone a ſhore to fight about a Miſtreſs,telling Capt. Drake 
alſo that a little before,there [pecdily piled by a Pin- 
nace, calling to him and asking whether there had not 
lately been there ſome Engliſh, and Frenchmen? and 
being told that there had not, he halted away; after 
which he ſaw divers ſmall ſhips, bringing themſelves 
under the Caſtle. | 

Capt. Drake, farther learned by him that within the 
next point, rode a great ſhip of Syvil, that being un- 
loaden, was the next morning bound for S. Domings : 
wherefore taking this old man with him, he rowed to 
that ſhipand with his Pinnaces preſently boarded her, 
though with ſome difficulty by reaſon of her height. 
As ſoon as they had entred they threw down their 
gates, and Spardecks to prevent the Spaniards from 
hurting them with theircloſe hghts; who ſeeing the 
Engliſh polleſſed of their ſhip, ſtowed themſelves all in 
hold,except 20or3 that were before the Beetez then ſee- 
ing no further danger,they cut her Cable at half,& with 
their Pinnaces towed her out fromthe Iſland, right be- 

fore the town, yet without danger of their great ſhot. 
The town taking the Alarm, rung out their Bells, ſhot 
off 3o great guns,and drew their horſe and foot, with 
their ſhot,if they could,to hinder their going out. The 
next morning Capt-Drakes ſhips took two frigates, who 
came from Nombre de Dios to Carthagena with letters 
of adviſe,to certifie them what Captain Drake had Kowey 
ere; 
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there, and therefore to wiſh them to ſtand upon thei* 
Guard. | 

Capt. Drake now conlidering that he was diſcovered 
in two of the chiefe(t places of all that coalt, yetreſol- 
ved not to depart till he had found the Symerons, and 
made a good voyage ; But this requiring length of 
time, he reſolved to burn one of his ſhips,and to make 
the other his ({tore-houſe, that fu his Pinnaces might be 
thorowly manned, But knowing how loth his company 
would be tv part with either of their (ſhips,being both 
ſo good Sailors, and ſo well furniſhed, he ſent for the 
Carpenter out of the Swan, and taking him into his 
Cabin, he charged him privately to go down into the 
well of the ſhip, and to bore three holes as neer to the 
Keel as he could, and thento ſet ſomething befure the 
holes, that the iſſuing in of the water might not be 
heard. The Carpenter being diſmaid with this Com- 
mand, defired to know the cauſe why he v/ould link ſo 
good a ſhip, new, and ſtrong : Adding that if his bro- 
ther,Maſter, and other Company ſhould know it, they 
would ſurely kill him. Then did Captain Drake tell him 
his reaſons for it, promiſing that it ſhould not be known 
till all of them were glad of it: and ſo he did it ac- 
cordingly. . | 

The next morning Capt. Drake would in his Pinnace 
go a Filhing, and calling for his brother in the $wam, 
would have him go with him, who riſing ſuddenly, ſaid 
that he would follow him prefently, Capt. Drake per- 
ceiving thatthe work was done, asked why their Bark. 
was ſo deep? whereupon his brother ſent one down to 


know whether there were any water in the ſhip ? 
the ſteward going down, was up to the watt in water, 


and. eryed out that the ſhip was tull of water. Hereupon 


fome ranto the Pump, and others to ſearch out the 
| Leak. 
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ly trotbted with Aeckitos- (like our Gnats) that t 
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Leak. But notwithſtanding all their pains and diligence 
they could neitherclear her of water,nor find the leak, 


Then Capt. Drake adviſed that ſhe ſhould be burnt that 


- fhe enemy might never recover her,and to ſatisiic them 


(who were very unwilling) he made his brother Cap- 
tainof the Admiral, and placed the Maſter of the Swx 
with him,and himſelf would go in kis Pinnace: then did 
every one take out 'what they lacked, and liked, and 
Captain Drake had what he delired, an4 men enough 


is for his Pinnaces. 


The next morning they let ſail torthe found of Darri- 
en, wh 1n5 days they recovered, and then retiring mto 
2 place out of all trade, they repoled themlelves pri- 
vately for 15 days, that the enemy might think them 
quite gone from the coaſt. During which time ſome 


+ built them honſes:others exerciſed themſelves to ſhoot 


at Buts: others trimmed the Pinnaces to make them the 
fitter for ſailimg, and rowing : ethers provided freſh vi- 
cuals of Fiſh, Fowl, Hogs, IR &c,. whereof 
therewas great plenty. Then Captain'Drake leaving his - 
ſhip with his brother, took two ofthe Pinnaces to go 
to Kio Grand. Bythe way, ſeeing on the Land great 
ſtore of Cattle; Captain Drake, contenting them for 
their pains, the Indians furniſhed him with as much 
provilion of them as he deſired. 

The faine day about three a clock, they entred Kis 
Grand, rowing up the ſtream till dark night, but the 
current was ſo ſtrong that they gat but two leagues all 
that time”; that night they had a terrible! ſtorm with 
thunder and lightmng, after which chey were —_

could per little reſt. The nexr morning early they naſe 
ſed up the river, meeting none till three jn_ the after» 
noon, atid thenthey ſpied a Canpw. with two i:diars 
hſhing 
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fiſhing : and about five a clack, they ſpied ſome houſes 
of the Spaniards, to which when they came, the Inha: 
bitants were fled, where they found ſtore of Bacon, 
Cheelc, Sweet-meats,Conſerves,and Sugar with theſe 
they lqaded their Pinnaces, and ſoreturned back again 
down the River; at the mouth whereof, they cleanſed 
their Pinuaces, aad ſteered Weltward till they came to 
their (hip, and company,and by the way they took two 
frigates well ſtored with hve Hogs, Hens; and Maiz, 
which (dilmifling the men) they kept for:their own 
proviſion, Yea their ſtore which then, and afterwards 
they took was {uch,that they relieved the Symerozs,and 
two Frexch (hips that were 1n extreme want. 

Durivg their abſence, Captain Jobu Drake in his Pin- 
nace went into theMatn,andeſpying ſome Sywerops,had 
dealt ſo cffeCtually with them, that leaving two of his 
men with their Captain, he gave him two Symerons, a- 
greeing to meet againthenext day. Theſe two being 
imte}ligent men, declared to Captain Drake, how glad 
they were of his coming, knowing him to be an enemy 
to the Spariard:, and that their Captatn and company 
would (tay for him at the mouth of &:9Dzego. Captain 
Drake having conſulted about the buſineſs,refolved to 
take his brother, and the two. Symeroxs and with his 
two Pinnacesto go to the ſaid river, giving order that 
the reſt of his fleet ſhould follow him the next morn- 
ing, becauſe there wasa place both of great ſafety and 

lenty. 

. When they arrived therethey found theSymerons ac- 
cording as they had proniiſed, where after mutual kind- 
. neſles, they took 1n two more of the Symerons,appoint- 
ing to meet themand others of their country-men at 
Kio Guana. In the mean time Captain Drakes ſhip was. 
pittifully ſhaken with 4 great tempeſt ; — 
| ; erumes, 
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trimed her, they, brought her ſafe into the Channel, 
and there moored her. The Symerons coming (as they 
had appointed) Captain Drake asked them how they 
could furniſh him with ſome of the Spaniards gold,and 


filver,they anſwered, that they had taken ſtore from 


the Spaniards not for love of it, but\to deſpite them, 
which they had ſunk in River3;which they could nat 
now recover becaule the Rivers were high : and the 


 Spaziards inthelſe rainy months uſed not to carry their 


treaſure by Land. 

Captain Drake to entertain his, company for- theſe 
five months, commanded all his Ordnance and Provili- 
ons a ſhoar, making a fort for their ſatery, an4 by. the 
help of the Sywerons, railedtwo large houſes for all his 
company. In th= mean time, Captain Drake leaving his 
brother to look to thaſe affairs, with three Pinnaces 
went againe&for Cartbasgena, where when they arrived: / 
theylct: fall their Grappers between the l{land'of Gar- 


. denr,and themain. The Governor ſent to:know why 


he ſtayd ſo Jong upon their coaſt He anſwered,totrat. 
lique with them, having Tin, Pewter, Cloth, &c, which 
they needed. The Governor replyed,that the King had: 


 forbidldenthenrto trade with any, except for powder” 


and ſhotof which if he had ftore, he would be his Mer- 
chant £ Captain Drake:an{weredthat he came to ex-. 
chanze his Commudiries for Silver & Gold, and meant: 
Dot to return Without it. Here, be took two Frigates, 
whereof he ſunk the one, and burned the other, not 
being able tomah ther! And: after a while; being out 
of hope ef any-purchaſe there, much of their Victuals 
being ſpcut, and ſpoiled, they put torth to S2a though 
the weather was very ſtorgy, Many days they failed 
and could get.no. provilipng; the Weſternly winds not. 
ſufferiogthem toretura toxtheir ſhip.: At laſt vow 
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their proviſions were almoſt ſpent, and they hopeleſs, 
they cſpied a Frigate, which proved Spaniſh ; Her 
they purſued, and (6 ſoon'as the weather would ſuffer

them, boarded and took, wherein they found ſtore of _ 
provilion, which they took, as ſent them-by God: Afﬀter 


this they landed on the Main, and byſetting the Spa- 
niards lately taken at liberty, they procured more 
proviſions from ſome Indians that were under a $pa- 
iſh Governor. 


Preſently after matry of Capt. Drakes mentfell ſick, 


yet it pleaſed God that none died but only a Quarter 
Maſter, he was alſo a very good Marriner, and ſo at 
laſt they returned to their ſhip, where they were enter- 
tained with the heavy. news of the death of Captain 
John Drake, and another, both ſlain as they attempted 
the boarding of a Frigate, preſently after the depart- 
ing of the Pinnaces from them, Here did Captain Drake 
continue for a month, Keeping cloſe that they might 
not be diſcovered, during which timethere fell a ſick- 
neſs amongſt his men whereof Foſeph Drake, another 
of his Brothers,died, and {ome others, 

At laſt the $ymerons brought him wordthat for cer. 
tain the Spaniſh Fleet was come ta Nombre de Dros : 
yet did he ſend forth the L yo: ro make further diſco - 
very , which ſoontooke a Frigate laden with: Maiz , 
Hens, and Pompions, which aſſured them of their at- 
rival. Then did he after advice taken prepare all 
things for his journey by landts Panama, and havin 
now buried twenty,eight of his men, heleft P/lis Hyx- 
ox with hisſ{hip and other Company, giving charge that 


they ſhould not believe any meſſenger thatſhould come-- 


in his name, except they ſaw his hand writing. And 
ſo upon Shrove-Teuſday, accompanied with 48 men, 
whereof 18 only were Pai. the reft S$ymerons, he

began his journey,every one beſides his Arms, carrying 


much victuals, and what was wanting by the way, the 
Symerons with their Arrows-provided from time to 
time. 

About the midſt of his journey they cim2 to avery 
high Mountain, upon the top whereof was a goodly 
Tree which when he had aſcended, he ſaw from 
thence the South Sea, whereupon he befought of God 
that of his goodneſs he would give himlife and leave 
ance to Caif in an Fngliſþſhipin thoſe Seas, with which 
reſolution he acquainted Fohy Oxenbam, who preſent- 
ly proteſted that unleſs he beat him from his company, 
he (by Gods grace )would attend him in that Voyage. 
At laſt they came into a Champwn Country where, as 
they paſſed overſome Hills, they faw Panama five or 
ſmxtimes a day, and the laſt daythey ſaw the ſhips ri- 
ding in the Road. Coming within a League of Panama 
they went into a Grove wheretn they might' lie ſafely 
undiſcovered neerthe highway that leads from thence 
to Nombre de Dios.. . | 

Thence he ſent aSymeron, apparelled like the Blacks 
of Panama to learn the certain night, and time of the 
night, when the Treaſure was to come by. He quickly 
brought back word thatthe treafurer of Lima was that 
night ta come by with 14 Mules, whereof were laden 

with gold, one with jewelggnd the reſt with (ilyerzup- 
on this notice they preſent, marched ti} they came 
within two Leagues of Venta Graz; and here Captain 
Dyake diſpoſed his-men, half of one ſide of the way 
with himſelf; and half on the 6ther fide with John 0x- 
en bam. They hadnot lainthere above an hour before) 
they heard the Recoes comingzAnd though all were 
charged not to ſtir till a fir time, yet'one Robbye pike, 


having drunk Aqua vita too freely, hearing a Cayyier 
| E ride. 
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ride by, farts up to ſee who it was, whereby diſcover-- 


ing himſelf, the Cavalier galloped away to inform the 
Recoes of ſoine danger which he apprehended,and per- 
{waded them to ſtop their Mules, and to ſend before 
themthoſe which were laden only with vittuals, which 
accordingly was done: and when thefe came, they 
ſeized onthem, amongſt which they found only two 
horſe-load of fiiver, and were told,that being difcover- 
cd, before day they would have all the forces of City, 
and Country come upon them : whereupon Capt. Drake 


being thus diſappointed of his hopes, reſolved-rather 


to march by the way of Venta Cras,' though it was dan- 
gerous, than toreturn by ſoTong' and tedious a way 'a® 
he came, the Sywerons promiſing to ſtand by him in all 
dangers." So) having refreſhed his men with victuals; 
whereot they had plenty, they took their journey to- 
wards Vert Crxz,and when they came neer; rhey were 
encoumred by a Com of Souldiers, * who havin 
diſcharged a tull Volley of fhot npon them , wherein 
"they hurr fome, and wounded one mortally, the £xg- 
liſh recurned them the like both with their ſhot znd 
arrows, and fo ran upon. them with*intent'to' cometo 
handy blows : but'the Spaniards fled moſt of them'thto 
awood by, from whence they ſhot at them, woundin 
ſome, and killing a Syweron;thendid Capt. Preky wit 
his men enterthe Town 3; where ſotne. got ſome good 
nn Ar fo haſtened away,the Spairiards 7 dimer 
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ys vir” fled on thorow' many dmg 
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taken, 


Then, taking further counfe}, he ſent Joby 0zt#ham | 
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de Dios, and himſelf inthe 1Minion went Weſtward to 
ſee if he could light upon any {hips carrying treaſure 
towards the fleet. The 4i#10x about the Cabezas met 
with aFrigate wherein was ſome gold, and had a Ge- 
nowey Pilate in her,who,belng well inrreated by Capt, 
Deake , informed him that there. was a Rrigate in 
Veragua (vvhence they came) ready to come torth in 
vvhich there vvas above a Million of gold, profering 
himſclf to conduct chem thorovv the flats into the har- 
bor vyhereſhe lay : But vyhen they came thither they 
- Ffuundthat they vvere diſcovered,and the vvind chang- 
ing from Eaſtto Weſt, they vvere forced to turn back, 
and ſbortly after they met vvith' the Bear vvhich had 
\ taken a Frigate vvith ſome ſtore of proviſions in her : 
vvhich being a nevv ſhip, Capt. Drake made her a man 
of War, and vvith.her and the Beare ſailed tovvards 
Cativaas --- Not far from vvhence they met vvith a 
French man.of War vvyhich vvas in great diſtreſs for 
.Yvant of vvater, and victuals, vvhom he ſupplied; after 
vvich he took. 20 of the French men, 15 Engliſh, and 
ſome Sywerons, and leaving both his ſhips in a ſafe Road 
he manned, his Frigate and tvvo Pinnaces, and yvent 
tovvard Kio Fravciſco, vvhere for.,vvant of vvater he 
left his Frigate commanded by & obert Doble,requiring 
that they ſhould not attempt.any chaſe til] his returo, 
In Ais Franciſco he landed his men, charging them/ 
_ 1n the Pinnaces to be there the fourth day after vvith- 
- - Out fail, and ſovvith his men he marched vvith great 
Glence toyyards the high vvay vyhich leadeth beryveen 


Wereturns Panama. and Nombre de Dids: and coming vvithin a 
wards 


Faxams Mile of 1t,they ſtaid and refreſhed themlctves : and the 
next, morping there came by three Recoes laden vvith ' 
neer $9, Tun, of gold and filver : Theſe they (cized on 
though guarded vvith Souldiers, ſo that there yvas 
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ſome ſhot exchanged, by which the' French Capt. was 
wounded, and one Symeron Jain: then did the Spani- 
ards fly, and the other loaded themſelves with gold, 
and buried about 15 tun of ſilver, and fo retired the 
fame way they came: but a French man being over- 
loaden with gold and wine, loſt himſelf in the woods, 
and being taken by the Spaniards, diſcovered tothem 
where the ſilver was hid. 

When Capt. Dr1ke came back to the river of Fran- 
caſco where (according to order) he expected to meet. 
with his Pinnaces, inſtead of them he diſcovered leven 
Spaniſh Pinnaces wek had been ſearching all the coaſt 
for him : This made him ſuſpect that they had taken 
and ſpoiled his Pinnaces, whereupon he reſolved with 
g or 4 others to make a Raft of Frees upon which they 
would adventure to put to Sea to ſcek their ſhip: by 
the way they fate up to the middle in water, by reaſon

of which, and the parching heat of the Sun their sking * 4anger- ' 


were much tretted. But it pleaſed God that after ſix}, 
hours, they ſpied their two Pinnaces coming towards 
them to their no ſmal) joy. But the Pinnaces not ſeeing 
theRaft, ran under a covert behind the Point, where- 
upon the Captain and company gat aſhore, and ran 
. over land to them, who received them with great re- 
joycings3 and fo they rowed to Rio Franciſco where 
he took in the reſt of his company and all their trea- 
ſure, and ſo haſted back to his Frigate, and then to his 
{hip, where he divided the filver in even portions be- 
tween the French and Engliſh. 

A while after, having ſet all things in a readineſs, 
they weht out toSea in the Frigate, together with the 
French (hip, and Capt. Prake ordered 12 of his own 
men, and 16 of the Sywerons, to go back and ſee what 


| Was become of the French Captain, and what of the 
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hid treaſure they conld recover. Theſe he ſet on ſhoar 
at Rio Franciſco, where he met with one of the two 
French men that ſtaid with their Captain, who told 
them that preſently afrer their departure the Spaniards 
overtyok them, and ſeized upun the Captain and the 
other, himſelf eſcaping by flight, and throwing away 
his camag, and a Box of Jewels that he might run the 
faſter: He told them allo that the Spaniards had 
{earched ſo narrowiy for the Trealure that was hid- 
den that he belived all was gone. Yet Captain Drake 
would needs have the men go, who coming thither, 
found that all the earth tor a mile'compals_ had been 
turned up, yet loſt they not all their labour, but re- 
turned ſafe bringing withthem thirteen bars of ſilver, 
and ſome Quoits of gold, with which they embarked 
and returned with joy to their Frigate. 

Now did they think of returning home ha#ing made 
their voyage, but they wanted a thip to carry their 
viduals in their return, wherefore going towards Car- 
thagena they met with-a Frigate, which they took, Jla- 
den with Maiz, Hens, Hogs, & Hony:. the men they ſect 
on (hore, and took the Bark/with them, and fo return-: 
ed to theCabezar, whereithey fitted their Frigates, and 
ſtored them, burning'the Pinnaces and giving the Iron- 
work tothe Symerons ;' He alſo: looked up fome ilk 
and linnen which he ſent to their wives. Pedro fecing 
him tske-out of a trunk a! rich-Cymeter which the 
French Captain had given him,he fo fell in love with 
it, that he would needs give tour Quoits of gold tor it,; 
and another to one Franciz Tucker, who was to move 
the buſineſs. ' Captain' Drake yielded though fome- 
thing unwillingly: yetthc gold he would not taketo: 
himſelf but caſt it into the General Adventure,and; ſo: 
returzed homeewords.. — © | oo y

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BY the way they rouched at Cape S, Anthony, where Arrive in 
in oae night they took 250 Turtles, and many of ſafery. 


their F2gs which did them good ſervice, and fo with 
a proſperous voyage, thorow Gods mercy, they came 
ſafe ro P/imonth on a Sahbath in rhe forenoon, juſt at 
Sermon time, A#g.9. 1573. and the news of his coming 
being carried to his friends in the Church did fo pre- 
vail with them, that few were left with the Preacher, 
all haſting to ſee him, and Gods goodneſs in his ſafe 
return. 
Of his Voyage about the World. 

Ciptain Drake having 1n his former Voyage had a 
ſight'of the South Sea, be was reſtleſs in his deſires to 
ſail in an Fgli/þ bottom upon-it: yet was he for ſome 
years hindred, partly thorow envy of ſome at home, 
and partly thorow employment'\abroad into Irelard un- 
der Walter Earl of Eſſex, to whom he did much Nobfe 
ſervice both by Sea and Land, Yet againſt the yeat 


1577, he procured a Commiſhon fromthe Queen, and nispre« _ 
with the help of divers Friends, Adventurers, he fitted parations; 


himſelf with five ſhips. The Pecan, Admiral : of 100 
, Tun burden: himſelt the Captain. The Flizabeth, 
Vice-Admiral, of 80 Tuns : Captain John Winter. 


The Afarigold, of 30 Tun: John Thomas Captain. The 


Swan, of 50 Tun: John Chefter Captain, The Chri- 
ſtopher, a Pinnace of 15 Tun: Thomas Hoon Captain- 
Theſe ſhips had in them 254 able men, and were well 


furniſhed with all neceſlary proviſions: and had ſome 


Pinnaces ready framed, ſtowed aboard, ready to be (et 
up'when occaſion ſerved, He had alſo skilful Muſicians, 
Rich Furniture, the Veſlels for his Table, and ſome 
for his Kitchin of pure Silver, and divers other ſorts 
of Curious Workmanſhip, to ſhew the Riches and Ma- 
gaificence of His Country. | 
| p * Being 
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$B |  Bejng thus furniſhed, they ſet fail from Pl;ymonth, 
| | 200 Nov. 15.1577. but the wind coming contrary, they 
were forced to put into Falmonth: and to repair dain- 
mages, they were forced Ef ſtay till Pecems. 13, The 
fiiſt place they touched at, was the lfle of Afogadore 
withinghe Dominion of the King of Fe/s- From whence 
they departed, Decemb. 31..to Cape Barhzs, and after 
they had refreſhed themſelves there for {1x daysand 
/ ſtored themſelves with fiſh, they ſet fail for Cape Ferd?, 
2nd rouched at the Iſle of AZaio, a very fruitful place, 
where they found (tore of Figs, Coco-nuts, Plantanes, 
great heards of Goats, and flocks of wild Hens. From 
| hence they paſled by the Ile of S. Jags, and came tg 
theIlle ct Fogo, in web 15a ſteep hill of about 18 miles 
tothe top, wherein is a fiery furnace, which four times 
a day ſends forth flames & abundance of Pumice-ſtones, 
the reſt of the l{ſ)and is fruitful and inhabited by Por- 
tugals. Two Leaguesoff is another I{]and called Brava 
abounding with trees, ever green, fruits, and other 
Commodities : as figs,cocoee, plantans,oranges, lemons, +: 
citrons, &c But the ſea is ſo deep about it that there 
i is no Anchoring. At Cape Verde they took in freth wa- 
; ter, and Feb. the ſecond, ſet forwards for the Straights 
if to pals into the Sonth-ſea. 
By the way they came to the coaſt of Brafſile, and 
paſſed on ſouth-ward to the river of Plate, where they 
' all met, and not finding a convenient Harbor there,they 
paſled on till Azay 18. 1578.where,in another Bay they 
came to an Anchor, Here Captain Drake unloaded the 
Swan, and brake her to pieces that he might bring his 
men into a neerer compals, and nzer hereto were ſome 
- Iſlands upon which they took as many Sea-calves, and 
ſeveral ſorts of Fowl as they pleaſed: and lo having 


taken in ſuch proviſions as they needed, June 3. they 
| let 
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ſet fail from thence, and Jexe 12. came into another 
Bay, where they diſcharged the Chriſtepher and laid 
her up. Jane 19. they found here the (hip which they 
had loſt long before ira ſtorm : and fo they entned Port 
S. Jalian to reireſh their wearied men, and to cheriſh 
them who in their- abſence had ſuſtained much mite- 
ry- Here Captain Drake and ſome others going a ſhore 
were aſlaulted by the Natives, called Pentagors from 
- their huge ſtature: thefe {lew two of his men,but one 
of them being {lain, the reſt fled, and Captain Drake 
returned to his ſhips. 

Whilſt they remained here, there was a conſpiracy 
diſcovered, a gentleman in the company having defign- 
ed to murther the General, and to overthrow the Voy- 
age: This being proved againſt him before a Council 
of war, he at laſt confeſſed it, and being therefore con- 
demned to die, he was put to his choice, whether he 
would be ſet aſhore among(t the Natives, or ſent into 
Eneland to anſwer it before the Queen and Counci}, 
or whether he would be executed there: He choſe the 
laſt, and having prepared himſelf for death, had his 
head cut off. 

Here the General diſcharged the Mary, a Portugal 
Prize, becauſe ſhe was leaky, and ſo having wooded, 
watered and trimmed his ſhips, having now only three 
{hips remaining, A#g- 17. they departed ſetting their 
courſe for the Straights, and changed the name 
of his own ſhip from the Pelicane to the Golden Hind. 
And in their paſſage thorow the Straights they came 
to a fair and fruitful Iſland, where ſome of them going 
aſhore with. the General they took poſſeſſion of it in 
Her Majeſties name, & called it E/;zzabeth Ifland. Here 
they found on other Iſlands, manyPenguins,of which in 

one day they killed dA 4 they found to be good 
| and 
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and wholſome food. This paſſage was very difficult in . 


regard of many turninpgs, and various Winds. 

Sept. 6. They entre into the South-lea, theStraight 
being ebout 150 Leagues in length, in ſome places 
broader, and in other narrower : Their entrance into 
this ſea was Sept. 7. preſently after which, they met 
with a terrible Tempeſt which continued long , info- 
much as Sept. 30. the Marigold was ſeparated from 
them whereof John Thomas was Captain, which they 
could never after meet with. And 0Fob. 7. in a ſore 
{torm the loſt their Vice-admiral,the Elizaberth,which 
being weary of theſs troubles, returned thorow the 
Straights, and went for Ereland whnther they came the 
year following. 

The Admiral, now left alone,was driven to the fifty 
fifth degree of South Latitude, where amongſt Iſlands, 
they refreſhed themſelves for two days, and by the 
means of ſome herbs they found there, they recovered 
their health. Preſently after they encountred with an- 
other dreadful ſtorm which madethem deſpair of ſafe- 
ty, or rather the former renewed, which laſted full 52 
days : in whichtime the men were ſo tired out, and de- 
cayed in health,as made them run again amongſt thoſe 
Iſlands, where they met with three days breathing, and 
provided ſuch things as they wanted. 

OFob.yo. The ſtorm (thorow Gods mercy) being 
turned into a calm, they ſhaped their courſe towards 
the Coaſt of Peru,which proved very Mountamonus and 
barren, without water and wood except ſome places 
inhabited by the $paniards, wherefore they ran off a- 

gain to an If{land called Mucho, which they found to be 
+ fruitful and well ſtored with Maiz, Sheep, and other 
Cattel. Here he intended to water, and take in Provi- 
fon, but the treacherous Indians killed two of his men 
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on ſhore, and with their Arrows wounded all the men 
that were with him inthe Boat, and himfelf was very 
dangerouſly wounded under the eye. Hereupon the 
General ſct ſail again for the Main to get water, and 
freſh victuals for his weak and wounded men, and they 
came to an Anchor in Philips Bay, whence he ſent a 
Boat for diſcovery , which brought back an Indian 
whom they took as he was fiſhing : By his means they 

at ſome ſmall relief, but that would not ſerve turn, 
wherefore a Captain of the 14:axs,being pleaſed with 
their gifts, and courteous uſage, conducted them to an- 
other place where they had a plentiful ſupply of what 
their neceſlities required. There alſo they met with a 
Spaniſh ſhip wherein they found ſome fine gold of Bal- 
divise, and a great Croſs of gold beſet with Emeralds, 
and a God of the ſame metal nailed to it : of this bur- 
den they eafed the ſhip. 

Then being very defirous to meet with their loſt 
(hips, they ſought out an harbor where they might 
trim their ſhip, and fet up their ſhallop, to enable them 
to ſearch every creek for them. From the firſt place 
they came to they were driven by the Spaniards with 
the death of one of their men : But Decemb. 20. they 
met with a place wherein they did their intended 
work. And after the Pinnace was fitted, himſelf with 
ſome others went to ſeek for theirſhips, till the wind 


forced them back again, and then with their ſhip they 


proceeded in their voyage, 

As they failed along, they came to a place called Ta- 
repaca,where landing to ſeek freſh water, they found a 
Spaniard aſleep, with 13 Bars of filver lying by him, 
weighing about 40co Spaniſh Ducats : Of theſe they 
eafed him, and returned to their Boat. Landing in an- 
other place they met a Spaniard driving eight Peruvian 
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ſheep that carried in Bags about 80 weight of fine 
ſiiver, Which they alloto0% along with them. A httle 
farther they rradud with lome Tndians to Whom they 
gave knivcs, beads, and ſuch trifles, and received by 
exchange mny good things that they (ſtood in need of; 
and amongſt others ſome of thoſe Pernvian {heep, 
whole heighth and length was equal to a pretty Cow, 
and their ſtrength exceeding their ſtature. They have 
necks like Camels 3 their wool 1s exceeding fine, their 
fleth good meat; and they ſupply the room of horles 
both tor burden, and travel], In the Province of C#ſco, 
the common ground, whereloever it's taken up, in 


. every hundred pound weight of earth, yields 25s. of 


pure ſilver, atter the rate of hive {hillings an ounce, 
From thence Feb. 7. They came to the Port town of 
Arica, where, in two Barks, they found forty and odd 
bars of filver, each weighing 20 pounds, of which they 
eaſed them. And as they paſled on they met with an- 
other Bark laden with hnnen, ſome of which they 
took fortheir own uſe. Feb. 15. They came to Lima,in 
which Port were 30 Spaniſh ſhips, yet they entred and 
caſt Anchor all night 1a the micſt of them. Here they 
heard of a {hipwherein were 1500 bars of ({ilver,belides 
ſ11ks, linnen,and a cheſt ful of Royals of Plate: Asalſo 
of another ſhip loaden with gold, and vulver for Pana- 
wa: Hence therefore they haſted next morning cr.- 
deavouring to overtake that gallant ſhip, called Caca- 
fuego,which was gone from Lima 14 days before them. 
March firſt, They fell with Cape Franciſco, where 
about midday they deſcried a ſhip a head of them, 
which was that they looked for : but by the way,they 
had taken a ſbip,-ladeg with wine : and another,laden 
with tacklings, wherein they found 80 |. weight of 
gold. This Cacafwego (or cvil failer) they took, and be- 


fore 
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fore they left her, a boy of her own, named her Caca- 
plata. In her they found ſtore of fruits, conſerves, ſu- 
74rs, meal, &c. befides a quantity of jewels and pre- 
' cious ſtones : 13 cheſts of Royals of Plate 3 8 pound- - 
weight of gold : 25 tuns of uncoined liver, 2 large 
ſilver and gilt bowls, valued jp all to 360 thouſand 
PrLoes, Which was the cauſe of her ilow failing ; For 
thele commodities they gave the Maſter a little: l1nnen, 
and ſuch other things,and fo difmilled him, to go on his 
Voyage with more ſpeed. 

Alarch 15. Being now quite out of hope of meeting 
with their loſt ſhips, they came to the I{}e of Caines, 
and Anchored in a treſh river, where they ſpent ſome 
days in taking in wood, water, and other neceſfaries: 
- and in their paſlage they met with anotker hip laden 

with China ilk, China diſhes, and a Falcon of gold 
with a great Emerald ſet in his breaſt. April 15. 4nno 
1578. They came into the harbor of Gzatuleo,inhabited 
with Spaniards,with whom they had ſoine trading,and 
received of them many things which they needed,eſpe- 
cially bread: and ſo being ſuthcicntly provided of ne- 
ceſlaries, they left the coaſt of 4merica, yet not forget- 
ing to take with them a pot of about a buthel in big- 
neſs, full of Royals of Plate, and a chain of gold, and 
ſome jewels which they met with in the Town. 

April 16. They ſet their courſe directly into the 
ſea, which they continued to Jxxe third till they came 
;ato the forty ſecond degree of North latitude, where 
they met with ſuch a ſtrange change from heat to cold 
that much impaired the health of many of them. "This 
much diſcouraged many of them, and made them de- 
ſpair of finding any paſſage that way; yet would not 
the General be disheartened, but cheered them up by 
comfortable ſpeeches of the Divine Providence, and ;u 
Gods 
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Gods care over his children out of the Scriptures : ad- 
ding thereto his own cheerful exainple, ſtirring them 
up toendure ſome ſhort extremity to have the ſpeedier 
comfort, and a little trouble ro have the greater glo- 
ry, which made them reſolve to ſee the uttermoſt of 
what good was to be done that way. 

June 5. They were forced to run in with the ſboar 
by realon of contrary winds; the Road was bad, and 
dangerous by reaſon of extreme guſts, and ilawes that 
+:at upon them? Hereupon not ſtaying long there, in 
regard of the extremity of cold they were forced to 
turn Southward: and June 17. they came toan Anchor 
in a fit Harbour, where yet they met with much cold; 
then ſome of their men went a {hore to ſet up tents, and 
to make a fortreſs whereinto ſecure their goods whillt 
they trimmed their ſhip: The people of the country 
came in multitudes to them, wondering at every thing 
they ſaw, and efteeming them tobe Gods, though they 
did what they could to undeceive them: They gave 
them ſhirts, linnen cloths,&c. wherewith to cover their 
nakedneſs and to hide their ſhame, and they returned 
feathers, cawls of net-work: their Quivers for their Ar- 
rows made of Fawns-skins, &c. Preſently after came 
there King whom they called Hioh, and ſet his Crown 
upon the Generals Head, enriched his neck with chains, 
and by ſigns reſigned tohim his right and title in that 
whole Land; wherefore in the Name,and to the uſe of 
Her Majelty, he took the Scepter, Crown, and Dignity 
of the {aid Country into his hand, wiſhing that it had 
lyen fit for Her Majeſty to enjoy, and that the riches, 
and treaſure wherewtith the Inland part abounds, 
might be conveniently tranfported into Exgland, and 
that the Goſpel might be propagated to theſe Igno- 
rant and harmleſs people. - = 
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The General and his Gentlemen marched farther up 
into the land, which they found very fruitful, and ſaw «| 
infinite numbers of Jarge and tat Deer: multitudes of 
Conies of a {trange kind, This Country Captain Drake 
named Ngva Albion s and nailed faſt to a tree a Plate of -, a 
braſs whereon was engraven Queen Elizabeths name :; © 
the day, and year of their arrival, and of the reiigna- 
tion of that Kingdom by the King and People into her 
Majelties hands, &c. 

July 23. They took a ſorrowful leave of the Exgliſh, 

.and ran to the tops of Mountains to keep a ſight of 
them as long as they could. Near to this Country lye 
the Iſlands of S. James 10 one of which they ſtayed, 
July 24. where they found ſtore of Seals, Birds and. 
iuch other proviſion as ſerved their turns. After 
which they beat their courſe to ran diretly with the 
Iſlands of the Moleecos : and Sept. 30. They came with- 
in the fight of certain I{lands, from whence they 
brought to them 1a thetr Canowe, Cocos, Fiſh, Potta- 
tos, and ſome Fruit, which for a while they exchanged 
for other things : But the General ſmelt their deſign to 
make a prey of him and his, which they diſcerning be- 
gan tothrow (tones at the Engliſh : But a great Gun be- 
ing diſcharged over them fo affrighted them, that 
they fled and returned no more. Yet others reſorted 
to them, offering to deal more fairly with them, but 
cunningly fell to ſtealing what they could get, which 
made the General to leave them, and called it the 
Iſland of Thieves. 

OFob. 21. They came within the {ight of other 
I{}Jands, and Anchored in one of them called Minds They 
nas : From thence they came to the Molnccas I{lands, come into. 
the chief whereof are called Tererate , Tidore, Mat- rn yt 
chax, and Batchaw, all very fruitful, and yielding abun- Þ 
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dance of Cloves, whereof-they had as many as they de- 
lired at a cheap rate. As they directed their courſe to 
Tidore, the Vice-Roy of the King of Tercnate came 
boldly aboard them, intreating the General by all 
means to goto Terenate, alluring him that their king 
would be very glad ot his coming, and ready to do for 
him what 1n rzalon he could require, whereas it he 
went to their enemies the Portugals in Tidore , he 
v ould have nothing to do with lum. Upon thele per- 
{waſions the General ran with Terezate, and preſently 
ſent a meſlenger to the King with a velvet Cloke, as a 
preſent, requiring nothing but Proviſions in exchange 
tor ſuch things they wanted, and whereof he had 
ſtore : the King ſent back the Vice-Roy and ſome 
others of his Nobles/to the General to ſignihe that fee- 
ing he came from ſo mighty a Princeſs, he would wil- 
lingly entertain amity with her,and would reſerve the 
Commodities and Trafhque of his whole Ifland, to 
trade with her Subjects if they would embrace it. In 
token whereof he ſent the General his Signet, promi- 
ling that himſelf with his Nobles would come to his 
ſhip, and bring her into a ſafer Harbour. 

Whilſt they were delivering this errand the Gene- 
rals Meflenger was come to the Court, and by the way 
was met by ſome Nobles, who- conduded him to the 
Kings preſence, to whom he delivered his Meſlage,and 
Preſent. -The King received it very graciouſly, and 
preſently prepared himſclt to go in great State to the 
Genera}, the rather to do Honour to our Queen from 
whom they came: 'The General received him anſ{wer- 
able to his Dignity :. His Ordnance thundred, mixed 
with ſmall ſhot, and his Trumpets and other Inftru- 
ments {ſounded to the great "delight of the King and 
his company. He ſent him allo into his Canow ſuch 

Pre. 
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pfeſents as be thought would be moſt acceptable, and 
work in him a confirmation of the Friendlhip already 


_ | 

he King as ſoon as he had brought their Ship to 
an Anchor, left them, promiſing to ſend them neceſla- 
ry Viduals, and proviſion: and accordingly they had 
by way of trafftique Rice, Hens, Sugar-canes, Plantares, 
Cocos, and Meal: and ſome Cloves, and more they 
might have had if they had pleaſed, Nowemb. 9g. They 
departed, ſeeking out a place where'they might trim 
their ſhip, and provide other neceſflariesz and Nowvemb. 
I4. They came to an {land uninhabited, where they a- 
boad 26 days.There they ſet up their tents, raiſed a fort 
for their goods,ſet up a Smiths forg,trimmed their ſhip, 
and diſpatched their other buſinefles to their contenr, 
finding in the Ifland divers ſorts of excellent provili- 
ons, ſo that in that ſpace they grew luſty, ſtrong, and 
healthful, and gained rare experience of Gods won- 
derful wiſdom in many ftrange, and admirable Crea- 
tures that they ſaw there. It was full of wood, the 
trees large,& ſtreight, without boughs ſave only at the 
top: Amongſt which every night they ſaw great 
ſwarms of fiery-worms flying in the air, whoſe bodies 
gave ſuch a light as if every twig had been a lighted 


Candle, and the whole place the ſtarry Sphear. Here. 


alſo were (tore of Reer-mice 2s big, or bigger than 

Hens: and multitudes of Cray-filh whereof one would 
ſatisfe four hungry men at dinner: they live always 
on the Land in holes like Cony-Berries, 

Being thus well furniſhed with all neceſſaries, Decems. 
12. They put to Sea,and Decemb. 16. Had fight of the 
Celibes Wands, where, amongſt thoſe Iſlands they were 
entangled till, Fan. 9g.. at which time apptehending 
themſelves paſt all cangi, polling on with #91} Sails, in 


the 
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the beginning of the night, their ſhip was laid: faft up 
upon a deſperate ſhoa], where was no probability of 
ſaving any thing, nor of eſcaping with life: and 
the more they looked about the leſs they hoped of get-. 
ing clear off it again. Herenpon they preſently fell to 
prayer expecting nothing but preſent Death. Yet that 
they might not ſeem to tempt God by leaving any 
means unattempted that he afforded , preſently after 
their Prayers were ended, the General (exhorting them 
to have the chiefeſt care of the better part, the ſoul, 
and adding many comfortable ſpeeches of the life to 
come, which now alone they looked for) encouraged 
them all to beſtir themſelves ſhewing the way'thereto 
by his own Example: And firſt of all the pump was 
well plyed, and the ſhip: freed of water, whereby they 
found their Leakes to be nothing encreaſed, which, 
though it gave them no hopes of deliverance, yet it 
gave them ſome hope of refpite, in as much as it aſ- 
fured them that the bulk was ſound, which they ac- 
knowledged to be the immediate providence of God./ 


alone, for that no ſtrength of wood, and Iron coula *- 


poſſibly have born ſo hard and violent a ſhock as their 
hip met with, daſhing her ſelf under full fail againſt 
the Rocks, except the extraordinary hand of God's 
had preſerved the fame. 

Their next aſlay was for good ground and Anchor- 
hold to Sea-wardof them(whereon to hale;z )by which 
means, if by any, the General put them incomfort that 
there was yet fome hope left to cleer themſelves : He 
therefore in his own Perfon undertook the charge of 
founding, which when he had done he found that 
eyen but $ 220% length from the ſhip, there was no- 


bottom to be found by any length of Line whatſoever : 
So that the beginnings of hope which they were 
willing 
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willing to have conceived before, were now 
quite daſhed _ Yea, their miſery ſeemed 
to be encreaſed, for that their expeCtation 
was now turned into awaiting for a lingring 
death, of the two, the far more fearful to 
be choſen, Yet one thing fell out happily, that 
the molt of their men did not apprehend that 
danger, which if they had done, they would 
probably have been ſo much diſcouraged, 
that their ſorrow would have diſabled them 
from looking after a remedy. But the Gene- 
ral, and thoſe few others, that could judge 
of the event wiſely, diſſembled the ſame, and 
gave encouraging ſpeeches tothe reſt. 

For now it ſeemed a clear caſe, that whilſt 
the ſbip lay fo faſt moored that ſhe could not 
ſtir, either they were there to remain on the 
place with her, or elfe leaving her to commit 
themſelves ina moſt poor, and kelpleſs eſtate to 
ſcek fome other place of refuge, the better of 
which choices carried with it the appearance of 
worſe than a thouſand Deaths, For as touch- 
ing their ſhip this was the only P__ that 
ſhe cuuld give them, that lying there confi- 
ned already upon the hard and pinching Rocks, 
they could not but continually expe her ſpee- 
dy ruine, as ſoon as the ſea and winds fhould 
come to be the levereExecutioners.of that het- 
vy judgement , by the appointment of the E- 


| ternal Judge already given upon her. who had 


bound her there, as with Adamantine chains 
to a moſt narrow -priſon, againſt their coming 
2 for 
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| for that purpoſe: So that if they ſtay'd with 
her, they muſt periſh with her: or it by any 
means yet undiſcovered;, any of them there 

ſhuvld chance to be delivered , their eſcape 
muſt needs be a perpetual miſery : It being far 
| | better to periſh together, than with the loſs of 
their friends to live in a ſtrange Land : whether 
a ſolitary life (the better choice ) among(t 
| wilde Beaſts (as Birds on the mountains without 
all comfort ) or amongſt the barbarous hea- 
thens in intollerable bondage both of budy and 
| mind. | 
| But put the caſe that the day of the ſhips de- 
| ſtructionſhould be deterred, longer than either 
reaſon could perlwade or in any likelihood 
could ſeem poſiible ( it being not in the power 
ot any ſhip whatſoever to ſuffer what ſhe had 
already endured ) yet could their abode there 
profit them nothing , but encreaſe their 
wretchedneſs, and enlarge their ſorrows. For 
as her Store and Vidtuals were not much 
( ſufficient to ſuſtain them only for ſome few 
days., without hope of having any new ſup- 
plies, no not ſo much as a- cup of cold wa- 
ter} fo muſt it mevitably come to paſs, that 
they ſhould be driven to cat the fleſh of their 
own. Arms; and how intollerable a thing 
this would have proved may eaſily be judg- 
ed. 

And if they had departEd from her whither 
ſhould they have gone to leck relief? Nay, the 
unpoſlibility of geing ſeemed to be no leſs chan 

thus 
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thoſe other before mentioned. Their Boat was 
not able at once to carry above twenty Perſons, 
and they were fifty eight in all: The neareſt 
Land was eighteen miles from them, and the 
wind from the ſhoar direcly beat againſt them 3 
Or if they had thought of ſetting — a ſhoar, 
and then fetching the reſt, there being no place 
thereabout without Inhabitants, the firſt that 
had Landed muſt firſt have faln into the hand ' 
of the Enemy, and ſo the reſt in order as they 


came: And ſuppoſe they ſhould efcape the 


Sword, yet would their lives be wor 


than 


- Death, not only in reſpect of their woful Cap- 
tivity, and bodily miſcries; but moſt of all 


in reſpect of their Chriltian Liberty, being to be 
deprived of all publick means of ſerving. the 
true God, and continually grieved with the hor- 
rible Impieties , and Deviliſh Idolatrics of the 


Heathens - 
Their miſery being thus manifeſt, the 


conlt- 


deration ithereof muſt needs have cauſed 
trembling to fleſh and blood , if Faith tn Guds 
Promiſes had not mightily ſuſtained them. The 
night they piſſed with earne(t longings that the 
Day would appear : the time they ſpent in fre- 
quent Prayer, and other Godly Exerciles, 
thereby comforting themſelves ani reviving 
their hearts : ſtriving to bring themſelves to an 


holy ſubmiſſion under the hand of God , and 
to refer themſelves wholly to his good wiil, and 


pleaſure. 


The Day at length appearing, and it 


being: 


then, 
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then almoſt ful-ſea, after they had given thanks 


to God for his forbearing them fo long, and had 
with tears.called upon him to bleſs their labors, 


. they again renewed their-rravel to ſee if now 


they could poſſibly find any Anchor-bold which 
they had formerly ſought in vain. But this 
ſecond attempt proved as fruitleſs as the for- 
mer, and left them nothing £o truſt to but 
Prayers, and Tears, ſeeing it appeared now 
impoſſible that the prudence, policy, or power 


of man could ever effe&t the delivery ot their 


ſhip, except:the Lord miraculouſly ſhould cette 


the ſame: *_. 

Then was it motioned, and by general 
voice determined to commend and commit 
their caſe to God alone , leaving themſelves 
wholly in his hand , to deſtroy or ſave them 
as it ſhould ſeem beſt to his gracious wiſdom : 
and that their Faith might be the better 
ſtrengthned,and their comfortable apprehenfion 
of Gods mercy in Chriſt be more clearly telt,they 
had a Sermon Preach'd by their Miniſter, Maſter 
Fletcher, and the Sacrament of the Lords Supper 
adminiſtred to them. 

After which ſweet repaſt, and other holy ex- 


erciſes ad joyving to it, ended, leſt they ſhould 


In any reſpe& ſeem guilty of negleQting of any 
lawful means that might conduce to their ſafe- 
ty, they reſolved to lighten their Ship by caſt- 
ing forth her Goods into the Sea,which accord- 
ingly in a very ſhort time they diſpatched with 


much alacrity- So that even thoſe things 
which 
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which before they judged moſt neceſſary, con- 
frdering their condition, they now deſpiſed, 
acither ſparing their Ammunition for fake: 
nor the Focd fer the ſuſtentation of their lives, 
but every thing as it firſt came to hand went 
overboard, afluring themſelves that if it pleaſed 
God to deliver them out of that deſperate (trait, 
he would both fight for them againſt their ene- 
mies, and not ſuffer them to periſh for want of 
Bread. But when they had- done all they 
could, it wasnot their endeavour but Gods im» 
mediate hand, and good Providence that 
wrought their deliverance. It was he alone 
that having brought them to the ſhaddow of 
Death, fet them at liberty again, after they had 
remained in that deſperate condition full 26 
| hours,for the magnifying of his Almighty power 
and mercy. 

The manner of their delivery was thus; The 
place where their Ship date fo faſt was a firm 
Rock : the Ship-ftruck on the Larboard (ide : at 


low water there was not above {ix foot depth in. 


all, on the Starboard-lide, and yet withina very 
little diſtance there was no bottom to be found... 
The Brieze during all the time that they were 
thus ſtayed, blew ſtifly againſt their broad fide,. 
and fo an the ſhip- upright. Burt it pleaſed 
God in the beginning of the Tide; while the 
water was yet a/moſt at the loweſt, to ſlack the 
ſtiffneſs of the wind , and then their ſhip that 
required thirteen foot water to make her 
float, and had- not at this time on one fide 

about: 


- 
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about ſeven at moſt, wanting her prop on the 

other fide, which had already too long kept her 

up,fell a heeling towards the deep water,and by 

that means freed her Keel, and made them all 
l2d men. 

T his, of all their other dangers in the whole 
Voyage was the greatelt, yet not the laſt. For 
of a long ſeaſon they could not free themſelves, 
from the care and fear of thoſe thajlows : nor 


_ could they poſhibly come to any convenient An- 


choring amongſt them: But were continually tol- 
ſed amongſt thole many Iſlands and Shoals of 


the Celibes, till the eighth day of the following 
' month, 


Jan. 12. Being not able to bear any Sails by 
reaſon of a Tempeſt, and fearing their many 
dangers, they let fall an Anchor upon a {hoal, 


And Jaz. 14 being got a little farther South, 


they again caſt Anchor at an I{land, where they 
ſpent a day in taking in water, and wood. At- 
ter which they met with foul weather, and.dan- 
gerousſhoals for many days together, which oc- 
calioned them to leave theſe coaſts, and to bear 
for Timor, the molt Southerly Cape of the Celi-, 
bes ; Yet could they not ſo eafily clear them- 
ſelves as they expeted : So that Jar. 25. They 
were forced to run witlr a ſmall Ifl.ad not far 


from thence ; and while they were with their | | 
Your at a good diſtance ſearching for 2 conveni- 


etft place wherein to Anchor, they were ſud- 
denly environed with no {mall extremities, For 


there..aroſe a moſt violent, and 1atollerable 
fl uvy 


\ 
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flaw, and ſtorm from the ſouth-weſt #gainft 
them, making them ({ who were on a Lee-ſhoar, 
amongſt moſt dangerous Rocks, and- Shelves ) 
extreamly to fear, not only the loſs of their 
Boat and Men; but of themlclives, their Ship, 
and Goods : or the caſting of thoſe men whom 
God ſhould ſpare amongſt Infidels; which mi- 
ſery could not by any Power or Induſtry of 
theirs have been prevented, had not the pre- 
ſent goodneſs of -God ( by ſtaying the out- 
ragious extremities wherewith they were 
environed ) wrought their preſent deli- 


very: By whoſe unſpeakable goodnefs, their 


Boat and men alſo, were unexpectedly brought 
to them in ſafety. 

Fanuary, 26, With much adoe they gat 
clear from this place, yet the Winde turning 
ſtrong againſt them, they could bear no fail to 
the end of that month. February the firſt, They 
ſaw a very high Land, and would faign have 
born to it to have got ſome ſuccour, but they 
could find no fafe Harbour. Febryary the third, 
They ſaw a {mall I{lind, but being ſtill unable 
to bear any ſai], they were carried away by the 


ſtorm , aud were not able to fetch it. February 


the ſixth, Theycame to another Iſland, where 
they caſt Anchor, and furniſhed themſelves with 
water and wood. 

February the cighth, Departing thence they 
ſpied two Canows coming towards them, which 
talked with them, and conduded them to their 
Town called parativa. The People were 

G Gentilcs 
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Gentiles, of handſome Bodies, comely Stature, 
Civil demeanour, very juſt in their dealings, 
and courteous to (trangers: were glad: of their 
coming, and relieved their wants with what 
the Country could afford. Their Hand is rich, 
and fruitful, having Gold, Silver, Copper, Tin, 
Sulpher, &c.* And they are very skilful in 
working theſe Mettals. Their Fruits are Nut- 
megs, Ginger, Long-pepper, Limcns, Cocos, 
with divers others, of each ot which they had 
from them, whatſoever they defired for their 
necd : Having here ſpent two days, they depar- 
ted very well refreſhed. 

After this they paſſed witkin fight of many 
INands, but they neizher needed nor defired to 
viſit them, only they took in ſome treſh water 
at one of them, where they found ewo Turtles, 
March the tenth, They cam=to an Anchor un- 
der a high Land where they took in water, 
and then ſent their Boat to traffique with the 
Inhabitants: and the next day the General ſent: 
his man with a Preſent to the King: of Cloth, 
both Linnen and Woollen, and ſome Silk, 
which he gladly accepred, and thankfully re- 
ceived, and returned Rice, Cocos, Hens, 
and other Victuals. This was the Iſle of 
Jaws :: And March, the thirteenth, The Gene- 
ral himfelf with his Gentlemen, and ſome 0- 


- thers went a ſhoar, and Preſented the King 


with his Muſick (who-entertained chim joy- 
fully) and ſhewed him the manner of the uſe 
of their Arms, by training of his meg before 

him; : 
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bim : and fo they were diſmiſſed with a promiſe 
that more victuals ſhould be ſent them. | 

In this1{]and there is one chicf King and un- 
der him many petty Governors whom they call 
Raiee, who live in great friend{hip one with an- 
other. March, the fourteenth, They received 
more victuals from ther, and the day after, 
three of theſe Rai#r came to 1ee the General 
and his (hip, and warlike Ammunition, where- 
with they were very much pleaſed : znd rela- 
ting it tothe King, he went to ſee them himſelf 
carrying ſome victuals with him. The KRaiss 
came daily to them, whom the'General 'entcr- 
tained Courteouſ]y :- and one of them brought 
anOx,for which the General requited him with 
ſome Silks- Here they trimmed and wathed 
their Ship of which ſhehad great need, being in 
this long Voyage overgrown with a kind of (hel- 
fiſh which much hindred her failing, They 
traded with this People for Hens, Goats, Cocos, 
Plantanes, and other things whereof they had 
great plenty. 

March, the ſix and twentieth, 4x. Dom. One 
thouſand five hundred and eighty, They de- 
parted ſhaping their courſe for the Cape of Good 
Hope : And June the fifteenth, They paſled by 
that: And Jzly the two and twentieth, They 
came to Sierra Leona, where they took in freſh- 
water, and met with ſome Oiſters, and plenty of 
Lemons which much refreſhed them. Aud 
September the (ix and twentieth, ( Which wars 
Aunday in the account of thoſe that had ſtayd 

| . & 2 at 
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at home, but by their computation: was the 
Lords Day ) they fafcly, with joyful mindes, 
aad thankful hearts to God for his wonderful 
goodneſs to them, arrived at Plimonth, having 
ſpent two years, ten months, and ſome odd 
Days in ſeeing the wonders.of the Lord in the 
Deep, in diſcovering very. many admirable 
things, in going thorow with ſo many ſtrange 
adventures, in eſcaping out of ſo many dangers, 
and overcoming ſo many difficulties in encom- \ 
paſling the World. | 

Queen Elizabeth going aboard this Ship, was 
therein Feaſted by Captain Drake, at which 
time She Knighted him. T he Ship was Jaid up 
at Deptford where the Carcaſe of it lay very 
many years after.. |

' the Letutenant General in the Tyger, and when 
he had forced her to ſtrike fail, upon examina- 
tion finding her to be a Spaniſh'ihip of S:int

Land, they juged her to b< lawful prizes and 
therefore diftributed her lading amonglt , the 
Fleet, which afterwards ſtood them in good

bart they manned torth all their Pinnaces with 


an intent to ſurpiſe the City, upon (tight of whom: 


the Governour and People were much amized ; 
there they landed, and quartered themle]ves to- 
their beſt advantage : but in the ntght there 
arofe ſuch 2 ſtorm that tacy thought fit to re- 


turn to their (ſhips, which they did w.th fone: 
difficulty, many of their thips being driven fron + 
their Anchors. The tempelt continued three - 


days, which [cattered the Fleet, and the Speed- 
well was driven into Ergland, the reft came to- 
gether again when the [torm was ended. 


Then the Lieutenant General was (ent to fee - 
what they might.do about Vigo, where he took:+ 
many Boats, ans! Carve}s,divers being laden with: 


houtholds- 
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houſholdſtuffe: and amongſt other Church orna- 
ments, they found a great Croſle of Silver , of 
fair and emboſled work, and doublegilt, which 
was of good value. The Spaniards complained 
that here they loſt goods worth above three 
thouſand Duckats. A little fronwthence they

| landed, and by conſent of the Governour of 


Galizia, quietly furniſhed themſelves with 
freſh water, and all other neceſlaries paying for 
the ſame, | 

From thence they went to the Canaries pur-- 
poling to have refreſhed and ſtored themſelves 
with neceſlaries in the Iſle of Palma : but the 


. Sea going high, and the landing place (whereof 


there was but one)beipg naught, they leftit,and 
went tothe lfle of ferro, but finding that extreme 
poor theyleit it, and ſteered towards the coaſt 
of Barbary: And November the thirteenth they 


fell with Cape Blank,, where they caught ſtore 
of fiſh, ard from thence CS he Iſles of 


Cape Verde: And November the lixtecnth, they 


dilcovered the Ifle of Saint Jago, where they 
came to an Anchor, and landgd a thouſand men 
under the leading of the Lieutenant General 
Carliel; the way proved marvellous ſtony and 
troubleſome in their march, yet they reſted not 
till they came to a fair plain two miles fromthe 
Town: There having reſted themſelves for a 
while, they advanced hard to the wall of the

and to-eret Saint George's \Croſs: upon the ene- 
mies Fortreſs that it! might be ſeen by our 
Navy, - which was done -accordinglys And it 
beiog November the ſeventeenth”, the day of 
our Queens coming tothe Crown, they diſchar- 
ged all the Ordnance, being about fifty: Pieces 
which they found in the Town, ready mounted 
and charged, which alfo wasam{wered by the 
Ordnance out of all our thips, which were now 
COmMe near. 

Here they continued fourteen days taking 
fuch ſpoils as the place affordedzas Wine, Oy1, 4 tt? 
Meal, Viheger, Ohves,:&c.. but found no trea- 
ſure at all init. This City is finely ſeated, ha- 
ing a River running by it, and a Valley tull of 
Gardens, and Orchards well repleniſhed with 
Fruits, Hearbs, and Trees, as. Lemons, Oranges, 
Sugar-canes, Coco's, Plantans, &c. November the 
four and twentieth, the Genera), and Lieute- 
pant General with {1x hundred men marched to 
St. Domingo,twelve miles within Land , which 
they found empty alſo, the Inhabitams- being Saint 
fled into the mountains, from whence 'they re- 79""8 
turned to St. F:go : And November the fix and . 
twentieth,they embarked their Forces,and went 
to the, Play, where they found two pieces of 
Ordnance hid in the ground, and ſothey burned 
the town, and departed. ' 
.. Hence putting over to the Weſt-Indirs, with- 
in a few days began a great mortality among(t 
their men, ſo that within a ſmall time rhnere 


died two or three hundred'oft them of ' burning

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Feavers and ſome of the Plague. In eighteen 
days ſpace they came: within. ſrghe of Safnt 
Dominice, tohabited by ſavage people that go all 


'naked', and. paint their bodies : Theſe helped 


our men to fill & carry freſh water from the Ri- 
ver upon their bare ſhoulders to their Boats, & 
brought them ſtore of Tebacco, and Bread made 
of the Caſſavy root, very white, and ſavory, for 
which they gave them ſome Glaſs Beads to their 
great content. 

From thence they went to S. Chriſtopher 
INand, where they cleanſed and aircd their 
ſhips,& reftrethed their ſick People: From hence 
they reſolved to go to Hijpariola: and by the 
way they met with a fmall Frigat, bound for 
S. Domingo, the chietelt and ancienteſt- City: in - 
that I{land 3 and the men of her-being exami- 
ned, one aflured them that: the haven of it was 
a barred haven, the Shoar well fortified, ſo that: 
there was no convenient landing within ten Exg- 
liſh miles of the City, whither this man unCcer- 
took to condudtt them. | 

January the firſt, They landed ten miles from 
that brave City, and under the command 
of the Lieutenant General. marched towards the 
City whither they came about. one a clock in 
the aſternoons When they came necr., above- 
2 hundred and fiity; Gentlemen well mounted 
preſented themſelves againſt them; -but the 
fall ſhot playing upon them, they departed, _ 
and the Engliſh proceeded towards the two 
gates of the City that lay towards the Sea; both. 


which 
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which the Spaniards had manned,;and planted 
theirOrdnance without the gates,and ſome ſmall | 
ſhot in an ambuſhby the way fide. The Engliſh | . 
being aboue twelve hundred men divided them- 

ſelves: the Lieutenant General leading the one 

halfe to one -gate, and Captain'Powel the other 

halfe to the other gate, vowing that with God's 

aſciftance they would net reſt tiltrh&y met inthe 

market place. , 

Noſooner had the Spaniards diſcharged their 
Ordnance, domg ſome litle execution, but the 
Lieutenant General haſted or rather ran npon Saint D-- 
them to prevent their charging again; and not- pe2*® 
withſtanding their ambuſh, entred Pell Mel] with 
them into the gare not ſtaying tiil he came into 
the Market place, unto whom ſhortly after came 
Captain Powe with his Companies, This place 
they ſtrengthened with Baricadoes, the City be- 
ing too large to be pode! by-ſfo ſmall, ard 
weary an Army, And after nndnight, they ia 
the Caftle, hearing ſome of the 'Emel;fb bu- 
fie about the Gate of it, quitted it, ſome 
being-taken Priſoners, and others eſcaping by 
Boats. - og 

The next day the Fxglifh enlarged their 
Quarters, and fortified themſc}ves, and heldthe 
Town for a months ſpace. Duringthis time the 
General ſent a Negro Boy with a Flag of Trice 
to the Spaniards, who by the way was'met by :- 
ſome' Officers of the Galley which the Engliſh © 
bad taken, rogerher with the City, who furi-_.. -.,. 
ouſly thruſtthe poor Boy thorow the Bodygwhe ---: 


H 2 returi- 
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returning to:the General, haying declared how 
barbarouſly they had uſed. him,, fte]l down, and 
Gied in his preſence. The General being much 


moved herewith, commanded the Proveſt Mar- 


tial, to. take two;Friers, and tagarry;them to the 
ſame place yith,a ſufficient, guard, wn theſe to 
hang them,;z, and withal he.ſent- one of the Pri- 
ſoners to infarm, the Spaniards why he did it, 
and to tell them that till the party: who had 
thus murthered. his, weflenger . were | deliver- 
ed. to him,, there ſhould no day paſs wherein he 
would not hang twa Priſoners 67 all: were gan- 
ſumed. \ : 
Hereupon'the day following, the murtherer 
was brought, and an offer made.to deliver. him 
to the General + who yet thought it. more Hp- 
.nourable;to make them perform the, Execution 
themſelves inthe fight of the Eng/:ſb, which was 
done accordingly. OEMS Ee 0 
During .their .aboad here Commiſſioners oft 
paſſed between the Spaniards &them about the 
ranſome;of-tze City, but not agreeing, the Eng- 
Xi ſpent;.eyery-morning t:]} the heat, of the 
day, in firing , and deſtroying the houſes jn the 
outward part of the City, two hundred Marri- 
ners being employed therein for: gjvers.days : 
Yet were: the; Houſes built ſo magpticentty, 
and ſtrongly of ſtone, that they cul not cog 
own all that time, 
whereupon the General was.contented to accept 
nd Duckets,of 58.6.4 pjxce, 
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Here our Soldiers met with good pillage, eſpe* | 
Elally of rich Apparel 3 but treaſure they found 
none : For the Spaniards by their Cruelties 
had ſo deſtroyed the Natives, which uſed to 
work in the Mines of Gold and Silver, that' 
they were wholly given over, and in that 
Ifland they were forced to uſe Copper Mony- 
Yet they found ſtore of Wine, Oyl, Vineger. 
Wheat, Meal , Woollen . and Linnen Cloth, 
ſome Silks, &c. + which much relieved them : 
there was but little Plate found but gaod 
{tore of Parcellaws;. or China Dilhes : yet 
ſome Plate they found, and very coſtly houſhuld 
turniture, | 
From Saint Domingo they put over towards They 
the, Main, and; art; laſt came, within fight of come to 
Garthegena, who.had 'notice of their coming momenee: 
twenty days before from Hiſpaniola, lo that. 
they were. fully provided for thein.. The 
nouth of ,the Harbor. lay about three mules 
Weſtward from; the City, . where they centred 
without oppoſition :. and in the Evening ſome 
of 'them. landed under the conduct of the 
Licutenant General, who about midnight be- 
gan their march towards the City, keeping cloſe 
by, the Sea-waſh :for their greater, ſafety. When 
they came, within two. miles of the town, as 
bout one: kypdred of their Horſe get them, 
byt-upon the firſt Volley of. ſhut that was given 
them, they. retreated. dos | 
Coming within half a mile, of the town, the. 
way gig nazrow-between the Sc4, 3yd-an a | 
Up. 
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of it, which was Fortified with a ſtone wall and 
ditch : the wa!l built with very good Flankers : 
there was only a little place left open which 
was made up with very good Baricadoes of 
Wine- pipes filled with Earth ſtanding very cloſe 
together. This place was furniſhed with fx De- 
miculverins, and Sakers, which ſhot directly in 
Front upon them as they approached : They 
had brought alſo two great Gallies with their 
Prowes to the Shoar with Eleven Pieces of 
Ordnance; Which flanked their comingon : In 
thoſe Gallies alſo were three or four hu 
ſmall ſhot placed : and on the -Land 
rw that narrow Paſs-threeyindred ſhot, and 
tkes, 

Theſe ſpared not their ſhot ther great-or 
{mall ; but the E-glifh, taking the advantage of 
the dark, ſtill keeping the Sea-waſh Shoar 
eſcaped all pretty well, themſelves forbear- 
ing to ſhoot till they were come to the very 
Wall ſide, then running upon the Barricadoes, 
down went the Pipes of Earth, and afrer a Vol- 
ley of ſhot in their faces they came-to it with 
Pikes and Swords, wheretn they proved too 
hard for the Spaniards, and forced them te 
flee, Here the Licutenant General with his 
own hands killed the chiefeſt 'Enfign Bearer 
of the Spaniards, who yet tought _ 
ſtoutly. Then purſuing them, they entr

the Market-place , the Spaniards flying to 
.the Mountains, whither before': they had 


carried 
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earried their Wives and Children: 

At every ſtreets end they had made Barrica- 
does and Trenches excellently well,, and had 
placed: many Indians in corners of advantage, 
with Arrows ſo impoiſoned- that if they did 
but break the skin the wounded party dizd : 
by theſe ſome of our men were flain: They - 
had alſo ſtuck in-the ground againſt the coming ' 
of the Engliſh: abundance of ſticks with ſharp 
ends villainouſly imporloned, molt of which 
they yet eſcaped by keeping .the Sea- walh- 
ſhoar. 

Here they ſtayed ſix- weeks; the afore- 
named mortality continuing {til amongſt them, . 
though not ſo violent as at--firit, . This the 

antards Call a Calentare, Whici: fuch as were 
wuched with, it they eſcaped Death continued 
Kog very weak both in mind and body, This 
forced them to give over their intended enter- 
priſe tor Nombre de Dios, and fo overland to- 
Panama, where they ſhould have met with ſtore 
of treaſure :: and here they relolved-to return: : 
home-ward. 

During their aboad in this place there paſſed 
divers courtelies between the Spaniards and. 
them 3 and the Governour of Carthagens, and 
the Biſhop of it, with divers Gentlemen came to - 
vilit the General : Yer becauſe they could nor 
agree about ranſoming the City, they burned 
the out-parts of it., .and at Jaſt they agreed to: - 
give the General one hundred and tenthouſand: . 


Duckets fos the ranſome ofthe ret, this -being 


a» % 
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a far richer place thanS. Demirgo: and after- 
wards they gave him 'a thouſand crowns - to 
ſpare an Abby that ſtood a yn of a mile 
from the town, and becauſe they profeſled 
that they were not able to ranſom the Caſtle, it 
was blown up with Gun-powder. 'The Ifland 
hath in it many pleaſant Fruits, and Orange-trees 
ſet in walls of a great length : the whole Ifland 
being caſt into G: rdens and Orchards. 

After ſix week; aboad, having taken in freſh- 
water, and other provilions, they put to Sea, 
March 31, where,after two or three days,a great 
ſhip which they had taken at S. Domingo, called 
by them the New-years-gift, ſprung aLeak, be» 
ing laden with Ordnance, Hides,and other Plun- 
der, wherenpon they returned with the whol6 
fleet to Carthagera, where they ſtayed ten days 
more, un{zding her, and beſtowing her Men and 
Goods in other Ships,and ſo departed, directing 
their courſe to Cape S. Anthony, in the Eaſterly 
part of Cuba: and becauſe they could not pre- 


| ſently find any freſh water, they departed,think- 


ing to recover the Mattances, Eaſtward of Ha- 
wana: But for want of wind they werg. after 
fourteen days, brought back to Cape S. Anthony, 


Where, upon a more diligent ſearch, they found 


water enough, 

After three days ſpent in watering they de- 
parted, May 13. and proceeding about the Cape 
of Florida,& keeping along the coaſt, they wenr 
on till May 28. at which time they efpied a Bea- 
con on-Land, unto which they went-with their 

Pinnaces 


*- 
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Pinnaces well man'd,& marching up the River- 
fide, at laſt they ſaw a fort, newly built by the 
Spaniards : whereupon the Lejutenant General 
took four Companies, and marched towards it : 
and though he went as covertly as he could, yer 


the enemy took the Alarm, and thinking that 


the whole force of the Engliſh was coming a- 
gainſt them, they diſcharged their Pieces, and 
ran away. Their flight was. diſcovered to the 
Exeliſh.by-a French man, who had been a Pri- 
ſoner with them, whereupon the General him- 
ſelf with many-others went to the place, and 
found it empty. On the Platform they found 


thirteen or' fourteen pieces of Braſs Ordnance, 
and a cheſt having in it about two thouſard 
pound Sterling, lately ſent from the King of 
Spain's treaſurer to pay the Souldiers of tht 


From hence they went to their town about a 


mile off, ſtanding upon the River of S. Auguſtine, 


and when they landed,the Spaniards made ſome 
few ſhot at them, and ran away. ' The Sergeant 
Major finding: one of their horſes ready {2d!ed 
and bridled, gat up and followed the chaſe : but 
by one that lay behind a buſh, he was ſhot thorow 
the head and {lain : His death was much lament- 
ed, being a Souldier of great experience, and 
courage. 

Here they reſolved to go to Virginia to ſeek 
out the Erxeliſh ſent thither the year before by 
Sit Walter Rawleigh under Maſter Raiph Lane,

Pedro, and ſiood upon his Honour, and therefore 
pounded certain conditions : Drake replyed, 
that. he:had no. Jeaſure to Parley. It he would 
mmediatey yield, well and guod:; It not, he 
ſhould ſoon find that Drake was no daſtard. | 
Pedro Nearing that it was the hery Drake (whole : 
very name was dreadful to the Spaniards ) that 


| nad him in c{:2fe, preſently yielded, and with 
forty of his Compantons, came aboard Sir Francis 


his ſhip; where, firſt giving him the Conge, he 
Proteſted that he and all his, were reſolved to 
have died fighting, had they noc faln into ſuch- 
Noble hands, whole valour and felicity was ſo 
great, that Jars, and Neptune ſeemed to wait on- 
him in all his enterpriſes, and whoſe Noble, and 


| generous mind towards the vanquithed, had: 
* often becn experienced even of. his greateſt

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Foes. Sir Francis. to requite his Spaniſh Com- 


-plements with Ezgliſþ Gourteflie , placed him 


at his own Table, and lodged him in his own 


+Cabin: and the reſt of that Company he ſenc 


Priſoners to Plimexth, where they remained for 
the ſpace of eighteen months, till by payment of 


their ranſoms they obtained thcir liberty. 


| But Sir Francis Drake's men paid themſelves 
well by the Plunder of the ſhip , whereia they 
found fifty thouſand Duckets.of Gold , which 


'they merrily ſhared amongſt them. Jaly the 
three and twentieth, was the greateſt tight be- 
eween theſe two Fleets: And Fuly the four and 


twentieth, the Exgliſþ Fleet was divided into 
four & porn Fs whereof the Lord Admiral in 


'the 4rk-Royal, led the firſt : Sir Francis Drake, in 


the Revenge led the ſecond: Captain Hawkins 


the third: And Captain Forbzſber the fourth.

Angnſt the eight and twentieth, Anno Chriſts; 
One thouſand five hundred ninety five, They 
embarked at Plimonth, and ſailed towards the 
Grand Canados , meeting with nothing in the 
way. worth mentioning-:. And September the 
ſ{tx,and twentieth, They arrived at the Port of 
Canagos, otherwiſe called Saint Fohn de Cruz, 
where, in Boats, and Pinnaces they attempted 
to Eand: But the Enemy, who waited for 
their- coming, had ſo intrenched themſelves 
in the very placewhere they ſhould have put 


aſhore, ſo plied them both with their _— 
| an 
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and great ſhot, from the Caſtle Town , and 
this intrenchment , that with the loſs of ſome 
of their men, they were forced again to their

From thence they departed to a place where 
they watered , in which place, ſome of 'their 
men, ſtraying into the Country from their 
friends. were met with and flain by thoſe 
B arbþazous People, and torn with dogs they 
keep on purpoſe, to deſtroy men that come to 
water there . This Iſland. yields ſtore of Wrne 
Wheat . and other Grain ; Conzes. Partridges 
£c. From thence , paſſing towards the Weft 
Indtes , they f(aild by the Iſhand called eUavti- 
nino, inhabited by Barbarous People called 
Canitals : From thence to - Dominica where 
they had ſtore of Tobacco for Hatchets and 
Knives, &c .. November the twelvth , they caſt 
anchor againſt a great Fort . within three or 
four miles of Porte-Richo , from whence th 


were -plyed with great ſhot, Here died that 


| brave Sea Captain , Sir Fohn Hawkins ,to the 
great grief of all the reſt.

The ſame day alſo Sir Nicholas Cliford ; 
Captain Stratford , and Captain Brown were 
wounged with a great piece-of Ordinance. as 
they ſat at Supper wirh Sir Francis Drake whoſe 
ſtool. alſo was ſtruck from under: him , as ; he- 
was drinking a Cup of Beer; x Fr 
Providence he. and all the yeſt eſcaped. And 
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that night Sir Nicholas Clifford died of that 
wound : and Captain Brute Bvrown, a dayor two 
after. The Spaniards had barred up the Harbor 
by ſinking a great Ship therein , from which they 
had drawn long maſts on both ſides to the Forts, 
which defended the Paſſage : within which were 
there five Spaniſh Ships , filled with Muski- 
tiers, and ſtored with Ordnance ; yet Captain 
Baskerville, putting his men into boats, & Pin 
naces, attempted to enter by force, & fir one 
or two of thoſe Ships , but with a ſhower of 
{mall ſhot was beaten back , with the loſs of 
many of his men, 


From hence failing co the Continent they 
burnt Rio delq Haak , the inhabitants wherof 
offered thirty four" thouſand Ducats to redeem 
the ſame , but over priſing the Pearls rhey 
brought, it was refuſed; they alſo burnt down 
ſome other Villages thereabout. Here in a re- 
ligious Houſe they found ſome treaſure. Pear! 
and Marchandize , which they carried away. 
In this Country. was great ſtore of Beeves, Goats, 
Sheep, Horſes , eAſves £7, and-alſo Store of 
Fowl.,as Pellicans. Red Sea Fowls, like unto 
Crane. 


December the nineteenth,, They came to 
Santa Martha ., ont af which all the inhabi- 
tants were fled : But the Engliſh following 
them into the Woods ., found ſome treaſure, 


and other things af ſome value ; when they

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ted they ſet the Town on fire. Decewber 
the five and twentieth, They came to Nombre Nombreds 
de Dios, and the ſame Day Captain Arnold Baſ- Piet 
kervile died. They landed about a mile from 
the Town, and, when.they came to it the enemy 
gave them a bravado of ſhot and then ran a- 
way.' Having before conveighed away all their 
treaſure and goods. Yet ſomething they found 
in the woods, as Oyl, Wine, Vineger, Mea), and 
Linnen:-cloth. 


On Munday after Sir Thow #s-Backervile with 
ſix hundred men began their journey by Land 
towards Paname, hoping thereto furniſh them- > - 
ſelves with the Spaniſh Treaſure: But when TYey 
they had laboured a day or. two, and encoun- Preto: 
tred with many difficulties, thorow narraw, beta wie 
dirty, and moſt cumberſomways, being aſlailed 
on both ſides with many Volleys of ſhot out 
of the Woods, they came to a Fort in a-very 
narrow paſlage where only one man could paſs 
a breaſt, where the enemy ſlew their men as faſt 
as they came, and hearing.that there were two 
more ſuch Forts betwixt that and 'Panewa, they are foc-. 
were conſtrained with the loſs of - miny ced tore 
of their beſt men, and much.grief, to return '*: 
to their ſhips, and ſct fire upon Nombre de

January the tenth they came to Scoday, and 
teok a Spaziſh Frigate that was ſent to give In- 
telligence of their being upon the Coaſt, but 
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found nothing! of- worth -in her, Then the 
General cauſed: his {ick men to :be carried a 
ſhoar and to/ have the beſt comfort they were 
able to give them: Alſo*there- they built four 
Pinnaces, and 'took in freſh water. Here were
